THE COMPENSATION IN8TJLAE. 

On n. recent occasion we claimed 



that should the present unhappy dis- 
agreement between the Federal and 
Local authorities bo settled on the 
basis of a money payment the compen- 
sation should be insular and not pro- 
vincial in its character. We advanced 
that claim because the public lands of 
the Island had been closed against 
settlement for three years; because 
scores of immigrants who came to set- 
tle on those lands were forced in con- 
sequence of the reservation to seek 
homes on tho Mainland; and because 
several important enterprises were 
abandoned through the inability of the 
projectors to procure the necessary 
locations. The loss resulting to Island 
interests by the reservation— although 
large— is scarcely calculable in dol- 
lars; and yet it has been directly and 
positively injurious in a pecuniary 
sense to every man in business at Vic- 
toria and on tho East Coast. But for 
the reservation where to-day the face 
of Nature is unimproved by tho hand 
of man would have been seen sawmills 
or collieries in active operation, or 
farms in a. high state of cultivation. 
The reservation literally blocked set- 
tlement and retarded progress in every 
direction. And yet the reservation 
was wisely made, for had tho promised 
railway works proceeded tho pecunia- 
ry result to the Island would have 
been large and no one would have re- 
gretted tho handing over for railway 
purposes the 20-mile belt of iand on 
either side of the line. Tho failure to 
begin railway construction either on 
the Mainland or Island has placed a 
very different face on the matter; and 
it was with tbe object of compensating the 
Province for its losses from non-con- 
struction that Mr. Edgar was instruct- 
ed by Mr. Mackenzie to offer to build 
a railway from Victoria to Nanaimo 
and to expend annually $1,500,000 on 
the Mainland in railway work. Now, 
' it should bo remembered that it is the 
Island line only that has failed. The 
obligation to expend $2, 000,000 each 
year in railway construction on the 
Mainland is still in existence. Why, 
then, should there be a doubt as to 
the disposition to be made of tho sum 
to be paid in lieu of the Island line ? 
On pages 608 and GOD. Sessional Pa- 
pers, 1876, in Mr. Mackenzie's in- 
structions to Mr. Edgar we find that 
the latter is enjoined, while dealing 
with British Columbians, to "take 
special care not to admit in any way 
that Canada is bound to build tho 
railway to Esquimalt or any other 
place on tho Island ; and while he is 
not to at all threaten not to build 
there, to let them understand that this 
is wholly and purely a concession, and that 
its construction must be contingent on 
a reasonable course being pursued 
regarding tho other parts of the 
scheme." In the same volume wo find 
Mr. Edgar's communication to Mr. 
Walkom in which tho following pas- 
Bago occurs: — 

•'Feeling the impossibility of comply- 
ing with the time limit for completion the 
Government is prepared ta make new stipu- 
lations, and to enter into additional obli- 
gations of a definite character for the bene- 
fit or' the Province. They propose to com- 
mence construction from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo immediately, and to push that 
portion of Railway on to completion with 
tho utmo'st vigor," etc. 

Hero we have Mr. Mackenzie saying 
that tho Island lino is "wholly and 
purely a concession" in return for a 
"reasonable course being pursued re- 
garding" railway construction; and 
Mr. Edgar's promise to build a lino of 
road from Esquimalt to Nanaimo "for 
tho benefit of tho Province." On page 
G12 Mr. Edgar reports to Ottawa tho 
results of his Mission to British Col 
umbia, and speaking of Victoria ho 
says : — 

"Although n strong feeling of joalousy 
of tliu greatness of Victoria undoubtedly 
exists in parts of the Mainland, yet that 
town is the chief centre of public opinion. 
Its population is almost equal to tho rest 
of tho Province, and in its midst are tho 
headquarters of Government, of tho 
courts, of tho churches, and of trade. 
* * * It was contended that in view 
of tho admitted impossibility to complete 
tho construction of tho trans-continental 
railway within tho time originally limit- 
ed, some substantial concessions should be 
made to the people of the Island as CUM- 
P *$NSA TJON for their disappointment and 
prospective losses." 

This extract puts tho Island claim to 
comiiensation beyond tho reach of dis- 
pute. Not only were tho Islandors to ho 
compensated for "their disappointment," 
but their "prospective Iosbos" wore also 
considered in tho offer of" tho [eland Rail- 
way. If compensation bo accepted in 
lien of the Island Railway (and wo ore 
strongly of opinion that sucli will 
bo tho ultimate result of existing 
negotiations) tho sum will probably 
be sufficient with tho coal lands to 



insure tho building of tho road; which 
road, should tho main lino torininato at 
Wad'dington Harbor, will surely prove a 
profitable enterprise to any company that 
may tako it up. Why tho Mainland 
should got its road and a Bharo in the 
monoy compensation in lien of tho Island 
road it is difficult to understand; because 
if tho money woro spread over tho whole 
Province nothing can bo ploinor than that 
tho Island must lose its road for ivant of 
funds to build it. 

To those amongst us who soem deter- 
mined, by clamoring for Buparation, to 
imperil tile ultimate bringing of the main 
lino to Buto Iulot— worth to tho future 
of Victoria a score of Island lines— wo 
would advise that they lot the rays of 
common sense shine on their delibera- 
tions. Thoy do not seem to rea'ize how 
much bettor thoy are off with Confedera- 
tion than thoy were before; or bow, with 
tho certainty of railway construction noxt 
spring, their condition will bo improved 
beyond tho most glowing conception that 
fancy may conjuro up as tho result of 
Separation. Thero is an epitaph onco 
commonly mot with on headetones in 
English churchyards which wo recom- 
mend to our Separation readers. It is 
this: "I was protty woll ; I wanted to bo 
better; I took physic; and bore lam."

Editor Colonist: — la smallpox really 
contagious? Should tho citizens take 
any piecaution against exposure to that 
disease? Is a Board of Health requisite 
to look after all smallpox patients? Has a 
Board of Health authority, and are they 
and a Health Ofiieer bound to attend to 
the work of disinfecting and tho proper 
disposal of all bedding and garments 
used by porsons ill of smallpox? Every- 
body sayB yes. Why, then, are smallpox 
nurees allowed at large and especially at 
night packing their bedding? Why are 
clothes and bodding of this kind burnt at 
night in the city, tbe stench of which is 
extremely offensive, if it he not danger- 
ous to life and business ? Mr. Editor, it 
is tho honest opinion of citizens imme- 
diately concerned that tbeso smallpox 
nurses should not bo allowed to remove 
their bodding, etc., from ono house to 
another or burn them in tho city at any 
time dny or night; and that no Board of 
Health'attending to their duty and faith- 
ful in their guardianship of the lives of 
fellow-citizens should alkno them to do it. 

Doubtless thfi Board of Health deserve 
tho kindly consideration of all for the 
time they have given, but a little more 
prompt attention in this matter is demand- 
ed for safety to the public.

The "Globe" on Protection. 



Referring to tho movement in fuvor of 
Protection in tLis Province the Toronto 
Globe says: 

"In a very short time, no doubt, Can- 
ada will bo spending a very largo sum an- 
nually in that Proviuoo in railway con- 
struction. An influx of labor will ho a 
noeossity, and if tho road is to bo built, 
labor and materials must be obtained at 
tho lowest rates possible. Can that bo 
done if we clap duties ou the first neces- 
Bai'ies of life in advance of our arrange- 
monts;stop tho importation of cereals and 
other farm produce, and -so make every- 
thing fifteen or twenty per cent, dearer? 
The scheme would suit some people 
beautifully. There would, no doubt, be a 
sudden disposition to enter into farming 
speculations, in the expectation of realiz- 
ing enormous profits from tho supplies 
needed by tho little army of employees 
and laborers engaged on the Canadian 
Pacific. There would bo no outside com- 
petition, and the local producers could 
obtain what prices they pleased. Tho ad- 
vantage to every farmer and merchant in 
tho Provinco from sveh a work proceed- 
ing will, as it is, bo enormous, and -wo do 
not begrudge thorn tho boueiits they may 
legitimately derive from this cause. But 
to add to tho burden of the Canadian tax- 
payers in order that men just as well able 
to farm successfully as any agriculturist 
in Ontario may make inordinate profits at 
tho cost of tho Dominion treasury would 
ba an act of injustice no Minister is likely 
to take tho risk of committing. Tho only 
result of listening to au appeal for agricul- 
tural protection in British Columbia 
would bo to render tho development of 
all other industries in that Provinco moro 
distant than ever, to discourage whatever 
iuvraigration may lind its way tbithor.and 
to add to the expense of constructing the 
Canadian Pacific .

The War. 



Tho British Note, which has been ac- 
cepted by all tho Powers as tho basis for 
tho negotiation, of peace is as follows: 
First, an unconditional armistice; second, 
the status quo ante-bellum to be main- 
tained as regards Servi iand Montenegro, 
with an extension of territory for the lat- 
ter; third, a liberal provision for local 
autonomy in Bosnia, Herzegovina and 
Bulgaria. A special from Belgrade, Sun- 
day evening, says no news has been re- 
ceived of the conclnsion of the armistice 
yet. England's basis for pacification will 
fall through. Russia is determined to 
carry on the war at any cost. The truce 
which ends at midnight, will bo followed 
by an immediate resumption of hostili- 
ties. Preparations are making here this 
morning for the continuance of tho war. 
Later dispatches received last night state 
that the Porto lias consented to extend 
tliu armistice for one week, and tho hope 
is indulged that poacu ma.y bo soourad.

EASTERN STATES. 

EvANSvrxLE, Ind., 24.— Two succes- 
sive shocks of earthquake were dis- 
tinctly felt in this placo last night at 
twelve o'clock.

People left their 
beds; buildings wore shaken, chan- 
deliers broken.

Chicago, Sept. 25.— A scheme for 
manufacturing crooked whiskey in 
vinegar works lias been discovered in 
several localities iu this city and various 
works have been seized. 

Pittsburg, Sept. 24. — An attempt 
was made to rob tho second National 
bank in this city by throe men as yet 
unknown. When watchman Samuel 
Lewis culled at tho bank about nine 
o'clock this evening, he was seized, 
gagged, handcuffed and placed in 
roar room in a bed. A short time 
after a young brother of the watchman 
came to the bank by appointment 
having arranged to spend tho night 
there. His coining alarmed tho bur- 
glars, and they escaped by leaping 
out of tho window. Alarm was im- 
mediately given, and men pursued. 
Lieut. Cronin of Police, encountered 
them, when they fired upon him, 
wounding him seriously in two plncos. 
The men crossed the river to Allegh- 
any. Polico kept up a hot pursuit; 
but up to this evening they wero not 
secured. It seems that eutrauco was 
gained to the bank by cutting tbo hall 
way portion early in tlio evening. Pre- 
parations wore mado to go to work ou 
tho safe, after disposing of watch- 
man, whose arrival they soeined to

New YoitK, Sept. 25.— Mary Newton, 
daughter of Gen. Newton, not quite It 
years old, fired the mine which blow up 
llelgate point reef yesterday. LaHt ovon- 
ing when tho tide was about ebb tho 
steamer Providence of tho fall river line 
passed ovor the place of explosion. Sho 
encountered no difficulty and sailed about 
fifty feet nearer to Bull's point than any 
steamer had ever boon before. The 
soundings to ascertain tho full results of 
tho explosion aro to bo made this morn- 
ing at slack water, thol current being 
too btroug to attempt it any other timo. 

EUROPE. 

Madrid, Sept. 25.— The Spanish 
revenue officers taken prisoners by a 
boat from British man of war, Sera- 
mang on tho 10th inst., at timo of ro- 
capture of trading ship which had 
been taken by a Spanish cutter in 
Gibraltarjharbor, "have boon released 
by British authorities in consoquence 
of protest of Spanish consul.

It is believed sho has found- 
ered with all hands and 300 coolieB. 

Constantinople, Sept. 24. — The 
Porte hits agreed to prolong suspension 
of hostilities eight days and axpreBs 
hope that the powers during that time 
will communicate the conditions of 
peaco which they propose. 

London, Sept. 2j. — Tho "Daily 
News" says John O'Connor Power, 
member of Parliament for Mayo Co., 
has resigned as member of Executive 
Committee of Homo Rule confedera- 
tion and has started for United States 
bearing tho Irish congratulatory ad- 
dress on tbo Centennial of American 
independence which he and Charles 
Stewart Harnell, Home Rule member 
for mouth, have been delegated to 
present to President Grant.

From experience of par- 
ties thus fur it would appear that loprosy, 
tho existence of which among tho Chinese 
has been questioned by many, was much 
more common than supposed as ono or 
more lepers havo been routed from their 
dens in almost ovory alloy visited. In 
tho vicinity of tho present scone of oper- 
ations, many whites are living, principal- 
ly of tho most degraded class, courtesans, 
thiovos.otc. Tho Health Ollicors state that 
their habitations are quite as pestilential 
and needed fumigation as much us those 
of tho Chinese.

EUROPE. 

London, Sopt. 21.— A dispatch from 
Constantinople says early changes in the 
ministry aro reported.

CANADA. 
St. Thomas, Ontario, Sept. 20.— Some 
wreckers, at one o'clock this morning, 
within two miles of Brownsville, on tho 
Canada Southern railroad, uncoupled a 
fishplate, parted and ohained the rails 
apart, just in timo to catch the New York 
East bound express train, aud throw tho 
wholo train oft' except the hind sleeper.

No distinction is made; overy 
building and room is subjected to a tho- 
rough fumigation whether any sign of 
disease is found or not. A stroll through 
that precinct in company with the party 
engaged in tbo disinfection would bo tho 
best possible argument in favor of tho 
present anti-coolie excitement. ' Tho 
crowding, filth, suffocating odors and 
gloomy noisomenoss of the pestilential 
dens exposed to observation, must he 
seen to bo appreciated. The large build- 
ings tenanted for years hv Chinese aro 
cut up and honeycombed with devious 
passages, closet like apartments and sub- 
terranean abodes of vice and wretched- 
ness. Through theso caravansaries tho 
police and health ollicors make their way 
peaceably when thoy can, forcibly when 
they must, and are driving tho inhabit- 
ants from thoir hiding places and sub- 
jecting every nook nnd corner to tho fu- 
migation which during its operation ren- 
ders the premises untenable. Tho utter 
nustiness of many portions of Chinatown 
thus far penetrated passes the power of 
description. The only wonder is that 
human beings have beon ablo to support 
life amid such surroundings. Thus far 
the efforts of the authorities have beon 
directed to that section lying on tho north 
sido of Pacific btreet between Dupont aud 
Stockton. It is expected that this pre- 
cinct, which may bo considered the north- 
erly limit of tho Chinese quarter, will bo 
gone through to-day, and to-morrow op- 
erations- will begin ou tho south sido of 

Pacific street, working thonco giiiduully 
southward through tho wholo district. 
Thus far no resistance is offered by tho 
Chinamen, except an occasional refusal to 
open doors, which in such instances have 
been broken in without coremony.

Hayti everything is quiet.
